LOW COST GREENHOUSES 
NOW YOU CAN DO-IT-YOURSELF 


Modern chemistry has recently come up 
with new materials that open new horizons 
to the home gardener, who has always 
wanted a greenhouse but heretofore couldn't 
afford one. Several of the new plastic sheet- 
ing materials can be used to build home 
greenhouses very easily and inexpensively. 


There is only one serious drawback. These 
plastics do not last very long when exposed 
to outdoor weather conditions, and you must 
be prepared to replace the plastic sheeting 
every summer or, at best, every other sum- 
mer. It is probably safest to plan on replac- 
ing the plastic every summer in the late 
summer months, as it would be unfortunate 
indeed to find out that the plastic was giv- 
ing out during the winter months of the 
second year. Luckily, some of these plastics 
are very inexpensive and the cost of re- 
placing the sheeting every year is almost 
negligible. 


Least expensive of these plastic sheetings 
is polyethylene. It comes in a variety of 
thicknesses and widths and can be _pur- 
chased either in large sheets or in rolls of 
almost any length. It is almost as clear as 
glass and transmits light very well. Un- 
fortunately, this polyethylene seems to de- 
teriorate more rapidly in weather too, and 
must be replaced every year. 


Probably best for inexpensive greenhouse 
building is the Vinyl sheeting manufactured 
by the Bakelite Corporation under the trade 
name of “Krene”’. This is slightly more ex- 
pensive than polyethylene, but lasts better 
under weathering and seems to be a tougher 
material that does not tear or rip so easily. 
It is a light grayish or bluish white in color, 
and while not so clear as the polyethylene, 
it does transmit plenty of light for orchids 
and other plants and it has the added ability 
to diffuse the light so well that plants do 
not suffer from sunburn under it, even in 
the brightest conditions. 


Other plastics — much stiffer than these 
other two and more like celluloid in appear- 
ance are now available under the names of 
Poly-flex and Sisal glaze. These are quite 
clear and, though original claims were for 
extended life under outdoor conditions, 
there now seems to be some doubt about 
how much longer they will last than the less 
expensive sheetings mentioned above. 


Still another new plastic has just been 
announced for greenhouse building. It seems 
just as clear as polyethylene but much more

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GROW ORCHIDS IN YOUR BASEMENT OR ATTIC 


The recent development of successful or- 
chid growing under artificial lights opens up 
whole new horizons to the home orchid 
grower. Do you need more space for your 
orchids? If you can’t afford a new green- 
house, or don’t have a place to build one, 
then you might consider growing your or- 
chids in the attic or basement! It can be 
done! Orchids will bloom without any sun- 
light at all if you give them enough arti- 
ficial light of the proper kind and, if your 
a growing conditions are suitable for 
them. 


Almost everyone has vacant and unused 
space in the basement or attic. This space 
can be converted into a suitable place for 
your orchids, but don’t go off half-cocked. 
Plan carefully and be sure that you can give 
the orchids the growing conditions they 
area 


Temperature: In range from 55° F. to 
85° F. Preferably above 65° F. 


Humidity: From 40° to 70° relative hu- 
midity. The regular Fennell cake-pan 
method as outlined in the general grow- 
ing instructions on page 2, paragraph 5 
works fine. If you don’t have a separate 
room you want to devote to such high 
humidity, you can simply fence off a 
section of room with curtains of the new 
inexpensive polyethylene and viny] plastic 
sheetings. 


Air: Orchids like ventilation and your base- 
ment or attic room is likely to be stuffy 
or muggy. This stagnant condition can 
easily be rectified by placing two small 
fans in the room in the comers, diagonal- 
ly opposite from each other with one 
blowing down along one wall and the 
other blowing in the opposite direction 
down the parallel wall, thus insuring a 
constant circulation of air in the area. 
Many growers are now installing such 
fans, even in their greenhouses, and claim 
great benefits. 


Light: A great deal of light intensity is 
necessary for proper growth and flower- 
ing. The plants actually derive energy 
from the light and need lots of it to grow 
well. You should give as much light as 
possible without burning the plants. 


Lights must be close to the plants, 
usually within one foot of the leaves. 
Use both fluorescent lights and incan- 
descent lights to get the proper spectrum. 

reflectors increase light intensity. 


The hours of light used is also im- 
ortant as many orchids determine their 
Eoin season by changes in day length. 
The best plan is to shorten and lengthen 
the days according to the natural seasonal 
changes out-of-doors. An electric time 
clock is essential equipment for this job 
as it can be set up to turn lights on and 
off automatically for you, and can also be 
easily reset from time to time to shorten 
or lengthen the daylight hours. 


For more details on how to convert your 
attic or basement to an orchid room see page 
4, columns 2 and 3 of our 57 Orchid News 
and the follow-up on growing orchids under 
artificial light in this issue of the Orchid 
News.

Remember —the use of artificial light in 
orchid growing is still in the experimeental 
stage and no one claims that it is better 
than sunlight. If you have space for your 
orchids in a sunny location, either in your 
home or in a greenhouse, they will un- 
doubtedly do better there. Artificial light, 
however, can be used successfully if sun- 
light is not available. You can use it simply 
to supplement sunlight in dark, gloomy 
weather or in windows which only get a 
little sun, or you can use it in a set-up 
where the plants get no other light, if you 
design it to give plenty of light intensity. 
If you have a choice, use sunlight. If you 
don’t have sun, then artificial light is a 
workable second choice.

Follow-up Report on 


GROWING ORCHIDS UNDER 
ARTIFICIAL LIGHT 


Last year in the ’57 edition of the Orchid 
News, we printed a composium on what 
information we could find on growing or- 
chids under artificial light. Since then we 
have had many letters from growers all 
over the country giving details of their 
experiences and set-ups for the artificial- 
light growing of orchids, Briefly outlined 
below are some of these details. We hope 
you will find them of interest and help. Of 
most interest to us was the realization that 
many people are now growing orchids either 
partially or wholly under artificial light and 
succeeding. Orchids will bloom under arti- 
ficial light! 


INTENSITY OF LIGHT IS MOST IMPORTANT 


The plants derive energy from the light, 
so light must be strong. 


Light intensity varies inversely with the 
distance from light to subject. Therefore 
lights must be close to the plants. Move 
the light twice as far from the plants and 
you have only % as much intensity. Most 
growers recommend light bulbs of fluores- 
cent types to be only 6 inches to 1 foot 
above plants. 


Incandescent lights put out enough heat 
to burn foliage so must be watched care- 
fully. Use of 40 Watt bulbs about one foot 
to 18 inches above leaves is recommended. 


TYPE OF LIGHT 


Best results have been obtained from use 
of standard cool white fluorescent bulbs in 
conjunction with regular 40 Watt incandes- 
cent light bulbs in the ratio of one in- 
candescent bulb to two fluorescent bulbs. 
For seedlings, Cypripediums and Phalaenop- 
sis and other orchids requiring relatively low 
intensity, standard fluorescent fixtures with 
two bulbs to a reflector can be used, 
mounting the incandescent lights between 
the reflectors and installing enough units to 
cover the whole area to be devoted to 
plants. Only the plants directly below 
lights will do well. Ones out to the side 
do not get enough spillage of light to do 
well. Lights should be kept about 12 to 
18 inches above the plant. For Cattleyas, 
Vandas, Dendrobiums, Oncidiums, Epiden- 
drums and other which require bright light, 


‘the bulbs should be mounted on plywood, 


FURTHER NOTES ON 
BARK POTTING 


1. Bark must be wet before potting. A 
small amount of regular household detergent 
in the water makes it easier and quicker to 
wet and makes it much easier to water the 
plants during the first few weeks, until the 
bark begins to hold the water. 


2. The fungicidal qualities of bark were 
much overrated in the beginning and now 
little or no such fungicidal action seems 
apparent. As a matter of fact, it seems 
definitely advisable to sterilize the bark 
before using and our bark is now sterilized 
before shipping. Many growers add a fungi- 
cide to the water used to soak the bark 
before potting. Mathieson’s Terraclor 75% 
is a good product for this purpose. 


3. Early reports indicated that orchids 
in bark needed a great deal of water. Some 
reports even said it was almost impossible to 
over water plants in bark. This is definitely 
not so! Bark drains quickly and dries quick- 
ly only for the first few weeks after potting. 
Then it soon starts to settle and pack and 
within 4 to 6 weeks becomes quite tight 
and will hold water almost as long as 
osmunda. If kept wet, the roots will rot 
so the bark must be allowed to dry out 
between waterings. We let it get dusty dry 
on top and down to a depth of about % 
to % of an inch before we water. This seems 
to produce best root action. Don’t dry it 
out all the way through the pot, however, 
as it is then hard to get wet through again. 


painted white with glossy enamel. Fluores- 
cent bulbs should mounted about 4”, 
center to center, in parallel rows and the 
incandescent lights should be mounted be- 
tween them. If these lights are no more than 
1 foot above the plants, they will deliver 
about 1000 foot candles.

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How to Read This Catalog 


This year our catalog is arranged differ- 
ently —the following comments may make 
it easier to read and understand. 


All orchids are listed alphabetically by 
name, At the beginning of each new group 
we have written a brief introduction telling 
about that particular group and if they have 
any special or unusual characteristics or 
special cultural needs we have tried to tell 
you about them there. If no special growing 
instructions are given, then the general 
growing instructions on page 2 apply. 


About half of the plants listed in the 
catalog are still potted in osmunda fibre — 
about half have been repotted into bark 
We plan to continue shifting into bark dur. 
ing our normal repotting this year, and so 
we are not listing the plants as to potting 
materials. Some of those shipped to you 
will be in osmunda, others in bark. 


Sizes and Prices 

Most of these plants are available in 
several sizes and prices. First you will notice 
that pot sizes are given. These sizes are only 
general or average as we are constantly re- 
potting but most of the plants will be in 
the sizes listed or in larger sized pots. 


Seedlings are priced according to size and 
the overall height of the plants are given in 
each case so that you will know what size 
plants you can expect at each price. 


Mature plants are listed as such and_us- 
ually with the size indicated as 1 lead, 2 
lead, etc. A one lead plant is a single plant 
that can be expected to bloom this year 
with one stem of flowers. A two lead plant 
should produce two stems and so on. 


A few abbreviations have been used for 
commonly re-occurring words such as: lav 
for lavender; PW for pure white; WPL for 
white with purple lip; S & P for sepals 
and _ petals.

The 
plants consist simply of leaves and_ large 
fleshy roots, and they should be fed with 
every second or third watering. This may 
seem like excessive feeding, but the plants 
will respond in direct proportion to the 
amount of food you give them. Vandas also 
like lots of sun. The size and color of the 
flowers and the number of times a year that 
they bloom will depend on how much sun 
and food you give them. Most vandas will 
bloom several times a year and often large 
and healthy plants will be in bloom more 
than half the time the year around.

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Simply read and carefully follow 
these instructions. These are general 
instructions that apply to most or- 
chids. In the following catalog we 
have added special notes for those 
orchids that want different growing 
conditions in any way. 
1—TEMPERATURE ~— The tempera- 
ture you keep in your home is fine 
for growing orchids. They like tem- 
peratures between 55° and 85° F. No 
damage is done by occasional drops 
in temperature into the 30’s for short 
periods of time as long as no frost 
settles on the leaves. 
2—-SUN—Give your orchid plants all 
the sun you can without burning 
them. During the winter months this 
usually means all the sun they can 
get. 

A south window, sunny bay-win- 
dow, sun porch, or sunny plant room 
is usually best but any window where 
they will get at least 3 to 4 hours of 
sun a day will do. If you simply do 
not have enough sunlight for your 
plants you can supplement with arti- 
ficial light (see Article on p. ) but 
this is not usually necessary and sun- 
light is definitely preferable if you 
have it. 

In the summer months, light shade 
during the middle of the day is advis- 
able, but full early morning sun and 
full late afternoon sun is ideal. If you 
want to, you can hang your plants out- 
side under a tree during the warm 
months of the year when the tempera- 
ture is above 50°F. Be sure you pick 
a tree or spot where the plants will 
get at least 50% sunlight. The more 
sun you, give your plants without 
burning them, the stronger the growth 
and the heavier the flowering. 

If your prefer to keep your plants 
indoors during the summer months 
you may do so. Any screened window 
or screened porch will be fine. Give 


them the sunniest spot possible and 
the screening will provide: all the 
shade they need. 

38—POTTING MATERIAL — Orchids 
can be grown in a wide variety of 
potting materials and several different 
ones are now in common use. Os- 
munda fibre is the best known ma- 
terial. It is a rough, black fibre, the 
roots of a swamp fern. It provides 
good drainage and ventilation for the 
roots and lasts two to three years be- 
fore need of repotting. Must be potted 
very tightly for best growth. Shredded 
bark from fir, cedar and pine trees 
is fast becoming more popular due 
to the greater ease and speed of pot- 
ting: simply pot as with soil, tamping 
it down firmly with the fingers. Should 
be repotted with fresh bark every 
2-3 years. 

4—W ATER—Orchids must be watered 
somewhat differently than most plants, 
How much and how often depends 
on several things: 1. How dry your 
conditions are, 2. The size of the pot, 
3. What potting material they are 
potted in. 

No one definite rule can be made to 
cover all conditions. Some homes and 
greenhouses are drier than others. 
Small pots dry out more quickly than 
larger ones. Therefore, you must 
watch your plants individually and 
don’t try to water them all at the same 
time or on the same schedule. Water 
only when each plant needs it. 

Plants in osmunda should dry out 
bone dry between waterings. When 
you do water, water heavily, then 
don’t water again until really dry. 
If the side of pot feels clammy and 
cool, then it is still damp inside. If it 
feels dusty-dry and air-temperature 
to the touch, then it is ready to water. 

Plants in bark need slightly more 
water than those in osmunda. When 
first potted, the bark drains and dries

very quickly — will need water often. 
As the bark packs down it will hold 
water longer and after a couple of 
months watering will be only slightly 
more often than in osmunda. Let the 
bark dry out bone dry and dusty on 
top (down for a depth of % to % of an 
inch, then water again. Water thor- 
oughly when you do water but don’t 
let it dry out bone dry all the way 
through. 


5—FOOD — All living things require 
food. Orchid plants cannot live in- 
definitely on air and water alone, so 
for strong growth and lovely flowers 
be sure to feed your plants regularly 
with Fenorco Plant Food. This food 
was developed by us for bloom and 
strong growth and it can be used on 
all your house plants, such as Philo- 
dendron, African violets, Begonias, 
Gardenias, Anthuriums, Amaryllis, 
and Christmas cactus. In fact, any 
plant you grow. 

In osmunda — to feed. Take your 
plants to the sink or laundry tub. Mix 
one teaspoon of Fenorco Plant Food 
to a gallon of tepid water. Pour this 
mixture over the plant. The water will 
run directly through the pot and it 
will take approximately % gallon of 
water to give a plant in a 5” pot a 
heavy watering.

6—HUMIDITY— No expensive equip- 
ment is necessary or advisable to pro- 
vide humidity for your orchid plants. 
Any pan large enough to hold your 
plants is all right. Fill the pan with 
tiny stones, gravel, shells, or brightly 
colored aquarium stones. Next fill the 
pan about % full of water. Place the 
pan in a sunny window and arrange 
your pots on top of the gravel or 
stones. Be sure the pots sit above the 
level of the water—never let the pots 
sit in the water. The picture on the 
back page of this catalog shows a 
group of plants set up on Pyrex ¢cake- 
pans filled with gravel as described 
above — This is the safest and best 
way to supply humidity to orchids 
growing in your home. 
7—CLEANLINESS-—the easiest way 
to keep a few plants healthy and clean 
is to wipe them down occasionally 
with a wet cloth or sponge and mild 
soap such as Ivory. If you leave a little 
suds on the plants, it won’t hurt them. 
If you have a large collection of plants 
use Fenoroco Plant Spray. 
8—AIR—Orchid plants like the same 
kind of atmosphere you do. It makes 
no difference what kind of heating 
system you have, gas, oil, coal, or 
radiant heat. If the air in your house 
is good for you to breathe, your orchid 
plants will like it too. 
9—VENTILATION-—IE you are grow- 
ing your orchids in a small closed-in 
area, such as a closed bay window, 
small greenhouse or small sun porch 
or plant room, you will find that the 
humidity builds up quickly and air 
conditions become quite stagnant or 
stuffy. A small fan (or better yet, two 
small fans on opposite sides of the 
plant area and blowing parallel to 
each other in opposite directions) to 
stir the air and cause a definite air 
circulation will prove of benefit to the 
plants and produce better growth, 
prettier and longer lasting flowers.

with hopes for 10 year durability. This new material is 
AMEREX U-V — we have just received samples of this 
and have not had a chance to test it as yet. 


Besides the lower price, there are many other ad- 
vantages in the use of these plastics for greenhouse con- 
struction. They are much easier to work with than glass 
and they do not need the special and expensive sash bars 
and other standard items of greenhouse construction. 
These plastics can be cut with knife or scissors and 
tacked or stapled to the framework.
